‘Tne French Imperial Commission for 
tho Paris Exhibition of 1867 having de- 
terniined that the products of the North 
‘of China should appear amongst the 
other foreign national contribations to 
the universal exposition, measures have 
to collect as many as possible 
tances and matorials that 
igiually or are mannfac~ 
fared specially tho Northern pro- 
vincas. of tho’ Chinese Empire. The 
calection of thes articles goes forward 
by the pre uch mail por Messa- 
geries Imperiales, and as it may be 
teresting to kuow what they consist of, 
the following particnlars gathered from 
‘a relinble source are presented for pub- 

lic information. 

First of all these productions, comes 
the wild brown silk made from the wild 
silk worms indigenous to tho provinces 
of Liantang and Shantung. ‘Thero aro 
specimens of threo different qualities of 
reeled silk: together with pierced co- 
coons, and silk pulled from such co- 
cenons withont boing reeled. ‘The quan- 
tity of yrild brown silk obtainable in 
tho North ‘of China is cousiderable. 
‘Th extent of country in the provines of 
Liautung whero the wild silk worm 
abounds is, according to the report of

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‘ns far ns.is possible nt present. Thore 
fs white lemb's wool ‘plush, iande nt 
it in Liantung, which is worthy 
from its delicate finish and 
its great utility for warm undorcloth- 
ing. Woollen stockings both kuittod 
and made of felt. Woollen folt huts of 
a dozen different sorts and qualitics— 
felt carpet of differont colors—felt 
shoes and socks, remarkable for the 
softness and durability of the matorinl. 
‘Phere are woollen enrpots woven in 
patterns of several colors of the fashion 
and texture of Turkey carpets, which 
are made both in Shantung and Linu- 
tong. : 
Time would not permit obtaining the 
fine carpets from Pau-ting-fa in, the 
provinces of Chili. ‘These thick woollen 
carpets-can bo made of large size and of, 
various ‘and with as many as 
thirteen different shades of color. 
Camels’ wool also figares in the col-

Seeds 
of nearly all the grains and pulse grown 
in the North of China, especially the 
oil producing kinds. ‘There aro also 
dye stuf," Mndder from Shantang.

‘Tho collection of minerals isan im- 
portant addition to our knowledge of 
the resoureés of North-China. A com- 
plete cabinet of speci 
tured iron from Shansi has boo 
tained through tho enlightened 
ness of the Rev. A. Williamson of Che 
foo, who, daring his late journey through 
fhe Northern provinces of the Bmpire 
took tho'tronblo to acquire samples of 
mineral ores aud manufnotures.
